To the Citizens of Nelson: 

The time has come again when it is the duty of those entrusted 
with the educational interests of the town to present their Annual 
Report of the condition of our schools. ? 

We are pleased to report our schools in a very good condition. 
The Spring term in district No. 1 was taught by Ella G. Wallace, 
No. 2 by Bertha G. Gould; both very efficient teachers. Although 
the Board made every effort to engage the same teachers for the Fall 
term, it was impossible to do so, because in the employment of 
teachers, rural towns are always subject to the competition of larger 
and weelthier towns and cities, whose ability to command the best 
cannot be denied or resisted. | 

The Fall term in district No 1 was taught by Minnie B. Newell, 
with good results, this being her first school. District No. 2 was 
taught by Jessie F. Butler. Having had considerable experience 
good results should be expected. Lacking in discipline, good work 
could not be accomplished. The pupil who really studies and attends 
to his own business will succeed. Absenteeism and tardiness are 


serious hindrances, and the scholar who is habitually absent or tardy 
soon falls behind his more punctual classmates and becomes dis- 
couraged. 

Parents, we wish our registers bore more of your names as 
visitors. You must frequent the school room, if your children are to 
receive the greater benefit. You will be welcomed by the teacher, 
and the pupils will be glad to prove to you that their time is not 
spent in vain. Do not always wait until the last day. when the work 
is done, but go in at any time and see them at their daily duties. 

We thank you for the increased interest you have taken durin 
the last year, and we hope for still greater interest the coming year.
